This is as good a time as any to take stock of what 
ro is being made throughout the Order to spread 

e “gaspel” of Columbus Day. What progress have we 
made in the past year? What are our members doing 
~either individually or collectively to bring about our long 
cherished dream of making Columbus 
# Day a national holiday? 

In retrospect we find that we have 
made some gains, but we still have a long 
way to go. Obviously there are many holes 
to be plugged in the Order’s- program. The 
“wearing of the purple” on Columbus Day 
seems to be slow in catching on. And the 
fault apparently is apathy among many 
of our members. The results are not al- 
together. discouraging, of course. Reports 
from a number of areas show that. some 
communities have been making the most 
of “wearing of the purple” phase of our 
program in the past two years. These com- 

MARCELLO munities apparently have the leadership, 
and the inspiration to carry out a project and make it 
work. 

Admittedly a program such as ours will take time to 
put through to a successful conclusion. And it is true 
that we did not tackle the Columbus Day problem with 
any degree of serious planning until four or five years ago. 


But the fact remains that there are those in the Order — 


who are not doing their share of the work involved. 


There is a segment in our membership which persists 
in following the path of least resistance. These are the 
individuals “who merely give lip service. Their philosophy 
is “let George do it.” Yet, these are the persons who shout 
loudest whenever anything goes wrong. 

We must face facts. If we want to bring about the 
establishment of Columbus Day as a national holiday 
someday then we had better roll up our sleeves. You can’t 
win a project of this kind by talking about past glories 
and dealing in platitudes. Success comes only through 
hard work. This is not a one-man crusade. This is some- 
thing that requires the support of every member in the 
Order. All of which brings up an interesting point. In 
the vernacular we ask: “How badly do members of the 
Order want the observance of Columbus Day as a full- 
dress holiday in every state of the Union? Do they want 
this bad enough to do some real hard work? Or do they 
expect other groups to do their work? 

Other groups besides the Order are interested in 
making Columbus Day a holiday, of course. They are

We make sure that when plans 
are made for the observance of 
Columbus Day next year that the 
“wearing of the purple” has «a 
prominent place in our programs. 
Through such a project you get 
people talking and the right kind 
of talk will help to focus public 
‘attention on the observance ef 
Columbus Day throughout the 
United States and Canada. 

We keep pushing in our respec- 
tive states to bring about approy- 
al by the various legislature of 
Columbus Day as a state holiday. 
In some states this will be harder 


te come by than in others. That — 


is understandable. But keep 
pushing however formidable the 
task seems. Victory does not come 
easy in cases like this. 

And if Columbus Day is ai- 
ready observed as a full holiday 
in your state don’t do anything 
te undermine the observance. 
Observe it as you would the 
Fourth of July or Labor Day. You 
must set the example. We can’t 
expect others to take the Colum- 
bus Day holiday seriously if we- 
don’t do it ourselves. 

Also on a national scale we 
keep irying for Congressional 
approval of Columbus Day as a 
national holiday. This will take 
some doing, of course, but here 
again it is a case of constant 
effort until our cause is won.

Two new stereo albums of OTELLO are causing quite 
a stir in the music world these days. Critics are sharply 
divided on which is best—the London production or the 


RCA Victor recording. 

And to complicate matters 
there are those critics who main- 
tain that neither release can hold 
a candle to a recording made 
some years ago under the direc- 
tion of Arturo Toscanini. 

We have learned from experi- 
ence that sometimes comparisons 
can be odious. On that basis we 
do not propose to pit-one record- 
ing against another. Rather at 
this time we will concern our- 

selves with a review of the Lon- 
don version of Verdi’s opera. If 
need be we will review the Victor 
' recording at a later date. 
London’s version is a brilliant 
production on 3 number of 
counts.

Book Depicts 


“Real” Mussolini 
MUSSOLINI, by Laura Fermi, 


- University of Chicago Press. $5.95. 


The rise and fall of Benito 
Mussolini comes in for searching 
analysis in this remarkable bio- 
graphy of one of the most con- 
troversial figures in modern his- 
tory. 

Much that has been written 
about the strutting Italian dic- 
tator has been more or less on 
the legendary side. But in this 
book Mussolini emerges a8 a man 
born to trouble and violence, a 
man of changeable and danger- 
ous moods. 

Mrs, Fermi’s picture of Musso- 
lini is not’a pretty one. But she 
seems to come closer in depict- 
ing the “real” Duce than anyone 


else has so far. 


The author writes with an 
authority that comes from first- 
hand knowledge of the eyents 
narrated in her book. She resided 
in Italy during the turbulent 
years which saw Mussolini’s risa 
to power. And from this vantage 
point she has pieced together 
events which show Mussolini 
against a fast-moving back- 
ground of social turmoil. 

Mrs. Fermi concedes that in 
reconstructing the story of a man 


like Mussolini it is not always. 
~ easy to separate the truth from 


fiction. But she piles up ample 
proof that Mussolini had many 
weaknesses. 

On the surface Mussolini was 
aggressive and domineering. But 
this was a posture, according to 
the author. Il Duce’s aggressive 
makeup concealed an ingrained 
trait — a readiness to relinquish 
his will to others. This was to 
manifest itself periodically but 
more so during the last years of 
his life when his will was entirely 
subject to Hitler’s. 


World War I! 


“Imposter” 

GENERAL DELLA ROVERE, 
by Indro Montanelli; trans- 
lated by Adrienne Foulke, 
Doubleday and Co., $2.50. 


The setting for this story is 
northern Italy. The time is World 
War If. The plot, according to 
the author, stems from a-series 
of real life incidents during the 
days when the remnants of the 
Fascist army and the Nazia were 
fighting it out with Allied forces 
and Italian partisans. 

The author, a former Italian 
journalist, paints the central 
character as a hero. But some- 
how this just doesn’t come off. 
Perhaps something was lost in 
the translation from the Italian, 
Whatever the reason, Monta- 
nelli’s “hero” emerges more as 
the Italian counterpart of the 
American “con” man than the 
swashuckling adventurer the 
author intended,
